POISONED BY ASSASSIN 


Gen. Chao-Ping-Chun, Strong 
Supporter of Yuan-Shi-Kai, 
Killed Mysteriously. 

, TIENTSIN, China, Feb. 27.—Assassina- 
tion by poison is believed to have 
brought about the death here today of 
Gen. Chao-Ping-Chun, military Gover- 
nor of the Province of Chi-Li and form- 
er Premier under President Yuan-Shi- 
Kai. The Chinese statesman was {ill 
only a few hours. He was stricken 

last night and died this morning. 

Gen. Chao-Ping-Chun was a native of 
Ho-Nan and was one of the President's 
Stanchest supporters. He was Police 
Prefect at Tientsin when he attracted 
the attention of Yuan-Shi-Kai, then 
Viceroy of Chi-Li. Shortly afterward 
he was given a post in the ministry of 
the interior. He was appointed Min- 
ister of the Interior by Yuan-Shi-Kai in 
1911, In September, 1912, he became Pre- 
mier by election and held the office 
until July, 1913.

Support of A. & M. 


The Twenty-sixth Ward Is -eoresented 
in the House of Delegates by Michac!i J. 
Whalen of 4872 St. Louis avenne. 4 com- 
missfon merchant at 1100 North Third 
street. 

Whalen is one of the 17 Democratic 
members of the House combine of 22 
which has obstructed completion of the 
free bridge by refusing to submit to a 
vote a bond issue for $2,731,900 to build 
the Reber approach, and has supported 
the A. & M. approach, grab. 

Whalen has joined with the obatruc- 
tionists of the Howse notwithstand- 
img the fact that on three occasions 
his ward hes given large majorities 
for. bonds for the Reber approach. 
Once the ward gave a two-thirds vote 
and another time the favorable vote 
lacked only 48 votes of being two- 
thirds. 

In 1911 the Twenty-sixth Ward cast 
1186 votes for bonds for the Reber ap- 
proach and only 536 against them, the 
favorable vote being more than two- 
thirds. At the special election in Au- 
gust, 1912, the vote was 1496 for the bonds 
and only 79 against them, almost two- 
thirds of the voters favoring the bonds. 
In November, 1912, there were 1921 votes 
for the bonds and 1904 against them. 


Would Open Vast Territory. 
Jacob F. Hellrung of 4937 Lotus av- 


enue, president of the Hellrung & 
Grimm House Furnishing Co., believes 
in the building of the Reber approach. 
He said: 

‘The man in business is rerhaps the 
only one who really knows what the 
completion of the bridge means to St. 
Louls. It means much more than forc- 
ing a removal of the arbitrary, al- 
though that will be one great advan- 
tage. To the retail stores it means the 
opening up of a vast trade territory and 
the spending of nifiny more thousands 
of dollars each month in 8t. Louis. 
‘The Reber approach is the only log- 
ical approach, and it is the approach 
which must be built. It looks very much 
like the House of Delegates is not go- 
ing to let the people vote on bonds for 
this approach, and I sincerely hope that 
the opinion of the bond expert in New 
York will b« that the initiative is legal. 
“Tt is to be regretted that St. Louis 
has a House of Delegates so constituged 
that the people cannot leave the affairs 
of the city in its hands, bt when it 
has shown itself unfaithful to the in- 
terests of the city,” we must ignore !t 
and go ahead for the advancement of 
St. Louis.’’

DEBS IN ST. LOUIS 
CALLS FORD ‘PLAN 
OF GIVING MISTAKE 


Eugene V. Debs, the four-time stand- 
ard-bearer of the national Socialist 
party, came to St. Louis Thursday to 


talk politics with St. Louis Socialists 
and to lay plans for the 1914 congress- 
ienal campaign. He delivered an address 
Thursday evening at Fraternal! Union 
Hall, Victor street and Gravois avenue, 
the first of a series to be delivered 
through Oklahoma, Texas and Louis- 
lana. 

In an interview Friday with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, Debs paid his re- 
spects to the big political parties, to 
Morgan, Rockefeller and other capital- 
ists, to the Governors of Colorado and 
Michigan, to Henry Ford; automobile 
manufacturer, and his profit-sharing 
plan, and to the future of his own party. 

Debs reiterated his oft-repeated dec- 
laration that.all political parties must 
inevitably align themselves in two 
classes. There is no place for a middle 
party; the Progressive party is one of 
revolt, not construction, and hence is 
inevitably doomed, he said. Either the 
capital or working class must rule, de- 
“leared Debs. and the Progressive purty 
attempts to straddie both, while serving 
neither; it has taken enough from the 
Socialist platform to appeal to the great 
masses not vet ready for Socialism. 


Serialist oVte Gratifying. 
The 1912 Socialist vote for President 


was a gratifying one, Debs said, in that 
it reached 900,000, more than double the 
rrevious vote. Had it not been for the 
Progressive vote, it would have reached 
2,000,000, he believes. 

The realignment of the two dominant 
parties is under way. he declared. There 
will be an amalgamation of the conserv- 
ative, the capitalistic forces, although 
the form is a matter of conjecture. He 
destribed Mark Hanna as a clear-eyed 
rrophet, when he predicted 10 years ago 
that conditions were shaping themselves 
for a gigantic class struggle. 

Taft's recént published statements in- 
dicate he is still standing pat. sa! 
Debs, who believes there is very little 
difference between the Democratic an:l 
Progressive platforms, and who de- 
scribes the income tax and the lowered 
tariff as salve, in that they attempt t» 
ameliorate conditions, but havent 
changed the conditions of the working 
man. He said: 

“There are more idle men in the cout 
try today than in 10 years. To wha' 
extent the tariff is fesponsible is a ques- 
tion. I think the tariff as affecting la- 
bor is about 99 per cent humbug. The 
tariff has favored a few manufacturers. 
Some say: the tariff is to prevent our 
warkers from ccmpeting with the cheap 
European l!tabor. It may have prevent- 
ed the competition in that respect, bu- 
it hasn't kept out the European laborer 


Discusses Price of Labor. 
“Suppose the income tax and the low- 


ered tariff do reduce the high cost of 
living. What is the result? Wages are 
reduced. The price of labor is fixed at 
the point of subsistence. The Americar 
leboring man is allowed to live and 
raise his family to succeed him.” 

Debs then plunged into a discussion 
of .the internationalistic movement, 
which, he said, would result in a ‘‘world- 
wide oligarchy of capital.’’ To combat 
this, he declared, there was an interna- 
tional labor movement, which would 
eventually. when the titanic struggle of 
classes is fought, result in an industria! 
Gemocracy, which would mean the so- 
clalization of the ownership of all pro- 
duction, with interest, profit and rent- 
the three forms of taxation of produc- 
tion, done away with. 

Speaking of the $10,000,000 distribution 
of Henry Ford to the employes of the 
Ford Motor Co., Debs declared: 

‘I think Mr. Ford a large-hearted, 
benevolent-natured man, whose sym- 
pathies are more for the working man 
than any wealthy man this country has 
produced. But his plan is not going to 
meet with general approval, nor will! it 
have any considerable effect on the 
general situation. Here is the chief 


objection: It's a mistake to GIVE 
working men anything. If what Mr. 
Ford has given them belongs to them, 
it ought not to have been taken from 
them in the first place. 

“If it is not rightly theirs, it is wrong 
for them to receive it in the form of a 
charitable gift, which stultifies their 
manhood and makes them subservient 
receivers of alms.’’ 


Bitter at Moyer ‘Treatment. 
Debs was particularly bitter over the 


treatment of Charlies Moyer in the Mi- 
chigan copper strike. He  deacribed 
Moyer as a gentile, mild-mannered man, 
who was attacked, slugged, shot in the 
back and deported, and then indicted. 
“I'd rather be tried by a jury of con- 
victs than one of the clerks and serv- 
ants of the overlords,’’ he declared. 
Debs went into an explanation of 
the ramifications ef the capitalistic in- 
fluence. He said that Rockefeller, using 
the name generically, controlled the 
Governors of Colorado and Michigan, as 
evidenced in recent labor troubles. 

Debs is accompanied b: his brother, 
Theodore Debs. The Socialist leader is 
the picture of health. He is 58 years old.

Scherrer’s siatement follows: 

“In the latter part of 1902 and the 
early part of 19038 a syndicate composed 
of Edwards Whitaker, Horace Egge- 
mann, F. J. Steger, Prosper J. Soucy 
and myself, bought a tract of land 
south of Bast St. Louis, known as the 
Orthwein tract, consisting of 630 acres, 
lying low and flat. 

“At this period thp grades of railroads 
in Chicago were being raised and the 
manufacturers in that city thought it 
would be impossible fo use their fac- 
tories to advantage when the railroads 
had raised their grades. 

“A number of them got together and 
I was negotiating with them to locate 
them on this tract of land. Just prior 
to the closing of the deal, by which 
these factories would have located on 
the Orthwein tract, the high water of 
1908 covered the entire property to a 
depth of from six inches to 10 feet. 
“This ended all negotiations with the 
Chicago parties and left the land on the 
hands of the purchasers from the Orth- 
wein estate. This tract will be protected

“This was an ordinance to_ pur- 
chase land jn East St. Louis for an 
approach, and in section 3}, after de- 
scribing a certain piece of iad, pro- 
vides that ‘Said railroad approach 1s 
to be located upon said right of way 
heretofore adopted and upon 4 stri, 
ot land above described.’ 

“No one claims that: any approach 
had theretofore been adopted, and 
this section itself provides for action 
in the future in locating the railroa‘l 
approach, and expressly refrains 
from so locating it; besides, if this 
was the location of the approach, 
bonds for the construction of an ap- 
proach, if this be the approach, were 
voted down by the people of the City 
of St. Louis, leaving the question 
still open as to where the railroa‘’ 
approach shall be. 

“But even if the railroad approach has 
been located, the city is not bound by 
such location and the same power. that 
located it can change it, especially be- 
fore any approach is constructed, and 
may locate the approach in a different 
place, and should do so if the prior 
location will not provide for an ap- 
proach adequate and efficient for the 
purposes for which the ‘bridge is in- 
tended. 

“It seems the city has this power, 
provided it first goes to the expense and 
the necessary delay of constructing the 
approach, and then’ by physical experi- 
ment asceriains that it is not the proper 
approach, but this concession concedes 
too much, for if the citv has such power 
after such experiment, neither reason 
nor law requires it-to go through such 
useless expenditure of time and mone) 
if it ascertains now that the approach 
so located would not be adequate. 

“The law does not require vain 
useless things. 

‘But, beyond all this, the statutory 
authority to the city is a continuing 
power existing so long as occasion for 
its exercise. 

“The city can acquire as many ap- 
proaches as is reasonably necessary. for 
the proper use of the bridge. 

‘Resides, when the property acquired 
by the city is not needed for the bridge 
purposes, the city, under the laws of 
Illinois, may dispose of the same. 

“Tt is further objected that the A. & 
M. approach would be a railroad and 
not an approach. That it would be a 
railroad approach is self-evident, but 
Lif by reason merely of the fact that it 
would be a railroad approach it is un- 
lawful. is to deny the chief purpose of 
the bridge. 

“The bridge itself, insofar as it ac- 
commodates railroad traffic, is a rail- 
road bridge, but not a railroad. 

“The approach as shown by the au- 
thorities is an aprpoach and a proper 
and legitimate approach, whatever its 
length or capacity, so long as it 
serves as a means of getting to the

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HABERMAN ARGUES 
FOR A. & M. PLAN 


Scherrer’s Attorney Outlines His 
Attitude on Question of 
the Approach. 


Philip W. Haberman,.who has rep- 
resented Scherrer since he started the 
A. & M. scheme, made this statement: 

“Competition between through 
railroad rutes is an effective method 
of securing cheap rates and efficien* 
traffic service. 

“This encouragement to competi- 
‘tion ts emphasized by the fact that 
it ig an expensive thing for a rail- 
road to find an entrance into a large 
city. The effort of the Wabash to 
get into Pittsburg and the tremen- 
dous cost entailed is a matter stiil 
fresh in the public mind, 

“Maxime Reber, in his testimony 
before the Special Bridge Committee 
of the House, presided over by Roy 
Eilers, concurred in this view, stat- 
ing ‘in my opinion, if it were possible 
legally and financially, it would be 
exceedingly desirable for the City of 
St. Louis to thoroughly conserve the 
greatest usefulness of its municipal 
bridge structure to own and operate 
a line around East St. Louis.’ 

“In the course of the same testi- 
mony Mr. Reber also. stated that ‘the 
more apvoroach the city would get. in 
my opinion, the better.’ And he fur- 
ther stated at the same time ‘if it 
were my bridge and my enterprise I 
would buy land out to the bI&ffs.’ 
And further that, ‘in my opinion. as 
previously stated, complete accessi- 
bility to the structure could only be 
secured by a belt line.’ 

“It was after the giving of this 
testimony by Mr. Reber that the 
chairman of the committee before 
which the testimony was given took 
up the negotiations with the Alton & 
Mississippi approach and procured 
three successive offers from the Alton 
& Mississippi. 

“The first, to give the right of way 
out. to a olitt where the approach 
would reach grade after crossing over 
the Iron Mountain tracks: second. to 
give an additional strip of right of 
way from this pdint to a point on the 
bluffs after crossing the & N. 
tracks, and thirdly, the giving of a 
still additional strip of right of way 
ending at the county line. 

‘The correctness of the view that 
competition is the only thing which 
will ultimately eliminate the arbi- 
trary is shown by a situation not 
commonly understood with regard to 
the Terminal Railroad Association. 

“Certain traffic has been for years 
carried over the Eads Bridge without 
any arbitrary charge simply because 
it originated at points from which it 
could have been routed over the 
Memphis bridge as easily as over the 
E ads Bridge. 

“There are numerous coal mines along 
the Alton & Mississippi approach. 
The approach before it reaches the line 
separating Madison from St. Clair coun- 
ties passes through a coal belt in which 
there are in operation 41 mines. 

“The total amount of ¢oal carried into 
St Louis by the Terminal for the fiscal 
year ending Dec. 31, 1913, was slightly 
less than 6,000,000 tons. ; 

“The 41 mines adjacent to the ap- 
proach for. 1912 produced 4,475,000 tons 
and the capacity of these mines, work- 
ing 900 days per year, 1s in excess of 
8,500,000 tons. The coal fields worked 
y these mines are adequate to supply 
the .needs of St. Louis for more than 
6) vears. 

“By having an approach extending 
through this coal district the city would 
be absolutely independent of any rail- 
road system, and the saving on coal 
to the citizens of St. Louis each vear 
would be at least $1,500,000. | 

“The Reber approach, if constructed, 
would afford practically no relief from 
the amount of the present arbitrary 
charges on coal. If asked, P. W. Coyle, 
traffic commissioner of the Business 
Men's League, will state that the 
freight rate on coal originating within 
the 100-mile zone and delivered to a 
point on the Reber approach will be 42 
cents per ton. 


“Tle 42 cents made up of the 32 
cents charge of the road carrying .the 
coal from the mine to the Illinois Trans- 
fer Railroad or the Denverside Connect- 
ing Co.'s track. Over either there 
would be an additional- charge of 10 
cents per ton in order to switch the 
freight to the Reber approsch. 

What the charge would be from the 
east end of the Reber approach into St. 
Louis is merely a matter of conjecture. 

“In any event, the lowest possible rate 
would be 42 cents, which is 20 cents a 
ton higher than the freight on coal from 
the coal district tapped by the Alton & 
Mississippi approach. A freight move- 
ment from a mine within the territory 
tapped by the Alton & Mississippi ap- 
proach would pass over the city’s rails 
only, and not require the use of the 
tracks of any railroad company., 

“Any mine en the district tapped by 
the Alton & Mississippi approach by 
constructing its own industrial switch 
would place its coal on the city’s track 
so that it would be a matter of profit 
to any railroad desiring to use the city’s 
approach to pick up this traffic and 
carry it across the city-owned rails on 
both sides of the river and place the 
shipment on the city’s tracks in St. 
Louis.

and costly as to make the Denverside 
road or any other road having such 
grade crossings impracticable. 

“The report of the convention of 
the commmittees of the Railroad 
Commissions of Illinois, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin and Michigan called 
the grade-crossing situation ‘The 
Great American Crime.’ 

“St. Louis is engaged in enforcing a 
separation of grades on the Missouri 
side. It should not locate its approach 
on the Illinois side so as to make grade 
crossings necessary in order to reach 
the approach, or to lay itself open to 
the necessity of reconstructing its en- 
tire approach if the Public Utilities 
Commission should subsequently order 
a separation of grades. 

“One of the great traffic advantages 
of the Alton & Mississippi approach is 
that it has no grade crossings.

Approachins East St. Louis, the down 
grade is six-tenths of 1 r cent, and 
heavy trains may thus be drawn at high 
spe The momentum gained would go 
far toward negotiating the up-grade 
leading to the shore pier, thus traffic 
could be kept moving rapidly always 
and greatly increase the capacity of the 
bridge.

Oivic League’s Stand as to Private Bridges. 
Te the Editer of the Post-Dispatch. 

We have been somewhat aston!shed at the great 
interest aroused by the opposition of the Civic 
League to the granting of permit for the ereotion 
of a 4-story covered bridge across St. Charles 
street, between Tenth and Eleventh streets. In 
view ef the many [nquiries ani newspaper com- 
ments on this subject, we desire to make the fol- 
lowing statement, since the matter has been set- 
tled by the passage of the ordinance permitting 
the erection of this bridge. . % : 

The epposition to the erectign of this bridge 
came from the Streets Committee of the League 
on the ground that it was an urnecessary and fm- 
proper use of the streets and a bad precedent. The 

_@xeoutive officers felt that was the proper stand 

the League to take and thet it reflected the 
sentiment of the great majority of the members. 
Inquiries and protest have indicated that there !s 
@ very sharp division of opinion on the subject. 
The statement made by the League cited the fol- 
lewing objections: 

lL Ft is an unwarranted and unnecessary use 
ef public property for private purposes. Arrange- 
ments should be made to communicate between 
bufidings on two sides of St. Charles street just as 
they are made in the case of other streets—by the 
censtruction of a tunnel. 

& The granting of a permit for a 4-story bridge 
gets a bad precedent which will result in appli-- 
“ations for similar and even larger structures 
over other streets. 

S&S. Prom a practical point of view the construc- 
tien of such a bridge clearly increases the fire 
hhasard and shuts off light and air. It would also 
be disfiguring and unsightly. 

Some of the advocates of this bridge made it 
Sppear that our opposition was due solely to 
“esthetic” considerations. The above statement 
@iearly indicates that it is a much bigger ques- 
tion than that merely of appearances. It brings 
fercibly to the front the fact that we have no 
, Public policy in St. Louis tn regard to the use of 
@ur public streets. Each time such a question 
as this comes up, there is a wrangle and conten- 
tien in and out of our Municipal Assembly. There 
are even those who maintain that the public has 
only an easement in the streets and that any com- 
peny owning both sides of a street may erect a 
Bridge across it so long as it does not interfere 
with traffic. That has actually been done If 
that is the case, there is nothing to prevent an 
entire street being built over so that the street 
ftself becomes merely a tunnel. 

One Municipal Assembly will demand payment 
to the city for granting the privilege to build 

'@ver or tunnel under a street, or to close a street 
er alley, and the next assembly will grant such 
privileges free. Even the same assembly will 
handle such matters incorisistently, and with no 
attempt at following any principle. 

The present case should illustrate forcibly the 
meed for establishing a definite public policy tn 
relation to granting privileges tnvolving the use 
ef public etreets. — 

The executive officers of the League wish to 


| state that the organization does not desire to 
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hamper in any way legitimate business develop- 
ment. We are endeavoring to protect the public 
interest and to oppose the granting of special 
privileges where they are in conflict with it. The 
cities in America which are forging ahead are 
these in which the public intarest is considered 
before private or special interests.

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TAFT ON WILSON. | 
Magnanimity is common between big foes, but 
it is usually on the part of the victor towards the 
vanquished. When it is the other way and rises 
to the unusual quality of Mr. Taft's, in his review 
of Mr. Wilson’s record in the Saturday Evening 
Post, it ennobles the loser and compels the high- 
est admiration. When has one President so freely 
commended a successor; even of his own faith or 
party? 

The technical or partisan exceptions which 
Lawyer Taft saves to the record hardly detract 
from what reads like a whole-hearted indorse- 
ment of it. In point of fact the Democratic per- 
formances which elicit his tndorsement are sub- 
stantially what the Republican party itself had 
frequently promised in one way or another, but 
failed to achieve. 

Mr. Taft, while, of course, “not intending to ex- 
press approval of what is being done on its mer- 
its,” rejoices that the party in power has been 
led to fulfill its promises by “a strong character 
in the White House,” whose “masterful personal- 
ity and attitude” Mr. Taft is free to praise, and 
“with whom the people, or at least the rank and 
filé of his party, sympathize.” Many of Mr. WiI- 
son’s practices Mr. Taft admires. When he de- 
clares that both his predecessor and successcr 
have been wiser than he in some respects he fairly 
reaches a climax of good nature and liberality 
which considerat2zness prevents our applauding as 
an accurate statement of truth. 

If there have been Wiser Presidents than Mr. 
Taft, the country is willing to let bygones be by- 
gones in appreciation of a great and growing ex- 
President, whose stature has by no means shrunk 
in popular estimation. As a great ex-President, 
Mr. Taft is establishing difficult standards for 
his successors in that most trying of all positions. 

The political significance of his article lies in 
the probability that it expresses the views which 
all high-minded and liberal Republicans entertain 
of Wilson and recent Democratic.performances. 
It will not be forgotten as a campaign document 
with which to address the 3,484,956 people who 
voted for William Howard Taft in 1912. It should 
stimulate a Democratic President and party to 
persevere in a course to which broad-minded and 
progressive Republicans, as well as progressive 
Democrats, may point with pride.

A yielding to this extent is clearly contemplated 
by the charter initiative provision itself, which 
makes a petition mandate for an election in- 
operative until the failure of the Assembly to act 
has continued for a period of 40 days. 

It would obviat> legal questions that might pos- 
sibly be raised for further delay over the work- 
ings of so intricate a piece of charter mechanism 
as the initiative device—questions touching the 
regularity of the adoption of the direct legisla- 
tion amendment, the sufficiency of the petition- 
ers, the exactness of the compliance with all pre- 
scribed details. The 40 days allowed Assembly- 
men for deliberation after presentation of the peti- 
tion would be saved at the start. To utllize every 
possibility in time-saving has already become a 
vital matter. 

More than the 30,000 required under the initia- 
tive have already petitioned three times for the 
bonds in the referendums of the past. The vote 
in the wards of a large number of the House ob- 
structionists is a direct petition to the Delegates 
representing those wards. That more than 30,000 
are now demanding another chance to vote their 
judgment is shown by the resolutions of scores 
cf civic and political bodies, the expressions of in- 
dividuals, and other evidences of public opinion 
gathered by the press. 

They should not 
bs compelled to resort to the initiative club to 
obtain the simple privilege of indicating at the 
polls whether or not they now want a bond issue.

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INSURANCE AGAINST UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The Federal Commission of Industrial Rela- 
tions announces, in connection with its proposed 
investigation of the problem of unemployment, 
that it may be necessary to urge a system of 
nonemployment insurance. It is not stated 
whether the suggestion would be for a national 
system, or for separate state action. , 

While the states have dene little or nothin 
towards solving the unemployed problem, and 
while the floating labor element is largely com- 
posed of men who migrate from state to state, 
the possibility of much good coming from Fed- 
eral action is remote. Experience in nonem- 
ployment insurance in Europe has shown the 
necessity of classification and strict surveillance 
of workers who are to receive the benefit of 
such insurance.’ In a country as large as the 
United States, this would involve Bertillonizing 
every Wage earner intended to be insured. An 
army of officials would be needed to keep the 
system in operation.
